With all the respect for those who 
entertain the opinion that this, power has 
not been granted, to which ^(Itity'taleats 
and undoubtei 'patriotism justly entitle 


the General Assembly to; and we beg 
leave once more, particularly to revert to 
two small amendments of uie Constitu¬ 
tion, recommended at the commence¬ 
ment of the last session, calculated, as 
we believe, to facilitate the public busi¬ 
ness, and to relieve the Constitution from 
an awkward feature copied from our Co¬ 
lonial condition.' 

Our Government, instituted solely for 
the general good, ought to be plain and 
simple in its provisions; and in the at¬ 
tainment of this f^at first object, we can¬ 
not be too studious in avoiding all ap¬ 
pearance of mystery and unnecessary 
parade.

THE LAST OFTHfi BfQATMEN: 

I embarked a few years since, at Pitts¬ 
burgh, for Cincinnati;on boardbf a stcs^m 
boat—more with a' view df realizing the 
possibility of a speedy return a^nst the 
current, than in obedience to tne call of 
cither business or pleasure. It was a voy- 
aee of speculation. I was bom on Uxe 
banks ofthe Ohio, and the only vessels as¬ 
sociated with my early recollections were 
the canoes of the Indians, which brought 
to Fort Pitt their annual cargoes of skins 
and bear’s oil. The flat boat of Ken- 


eat-hird w&s endeavoring, with its nsual 
iteal, torival the powers of the more gift¬ 
ed mocking bird. 

A few hours brought us to one of-tliose 
stopping places, known by the name of 
“wooding places.” It was situated im¬ 
mediately above Letait’s Falls. The 
boat, ohedieilt to the wheel of the pilot, 
made a graceful sweep towards the island 
above the chute, and rounding to, ap¬ 
proached the wood pile. As the boat 
drew near the shore, the escape steam re¬ 
verberated through the forest and hills, 
like tJie chafed belloxving of the caged 
tiger.

The act of 
printing scarcely .surpassed it in its bene- 
licial consequences.,^. In the old world, 
the' places of tlie, greatest 'interest to tlas 
philosophic traveller are ruins, and mon- 
iiinenLs, that speak a faded splendor, and 
departed glory. The broken columns of 
Tadinor—tho shapeless ruins of Babylon, 
lire rich in matter for almost endless spec- ;

Making a total deficit of 
'file above, presents a fair estimate of the re¬ 
ceipts and expenditures for the fisc.al year end¬ 
ing the first day of December 1828. 

The committee on claims having heretofore 
made a full and detailed report ol the Tr-'asu- 
rer’a proceedings for the past year, which is now 
before the house, this committee deem it iinne- 
ce.ssary to repeat the pariiculars therein contain¬ 
ed; and have only subm tied this statement, to 
show the deficit for the fiscal year ending on 
the Ist day of December 1828, now to be provid¬ 
ed for in addition to the current expenses ol the 
present year. 

It will be observed from the foregoing s'ate- 
ment, that the deficit for the fiscal year ending 
the 1st day of December 1828, is much less than 
the estimate of the treasurer or of tlie commit¬ 
tee on ways and means. This variation is easily 
accounted for, when it is recollected, that the 
estimates referred to, were made uniler the then 
existing lawa, which in pursuance of the recom¬ 
mendation of the committee on Ways b Means, 
were so altered, as to lessen the expend tures 
and increase the revenue of the state, a»will 
appear by the following autemeni, viz:— 

The Tl^asury ha* been rclitvcd from the an¬ 
nual charge on account of the Penitentiary a- 
moiinting to 7,350 dollars, and.the miscellaneous 
and additional expenses, eafimated at ^'i2,0Q0 
and amounting to near that sum in 1827, have 
been reduced to —whihM the rev¬ 

enue of the State was considerably increased by 
several acts of Assembly, particularly “An act 
to authorize the sale of a portion of the unsub¬ 
scribed shares reserved for the Statein the Union 
Hank of Maryland,” and “An act to regulate the 
issuing of Licenses to Traders, keeper!; of .Or¬ 
dinaries and others ” 

This decrea.se of expenditure and Increiise of 
revenue, willfully account for thedifiereiice be¬ 
tween the estimates and the acUr.il deficit, and 
prove that the former were almost literally cor¬ 
rect. 

It is also pleasing to remark, that although 
the .most important revenue measure recom¬ 
mended by the committee, and adopted by the 
House of Delegates at their bst session, was re¬ 
jected by the co-ordinate branch of the Legis¬ 
lature, the Treasury has been competent to 
meet the Public demands;—but this state of 
{hiiigs will not continue, unless efficient means 
^lall be adopted,'to establish a permanent and 
equitable system of revenue, adequate to the 
expenses ot the State.

In examining the probable oemands upon i 
the treasury for the present year, the large v- ‘ 
mount required by the provisions of two act* of ! 
the general assembly, passed at December 
session 1827, chapters 104 and 105, to^creale 
a sinking fund, for the purpose of redeeming | 
the loans negotiated to pay the stste’a sub- ' 
scriptioii to the Baltimore anil Ohio Rail Road I 
Compaoy, and to the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Cana) Company, arrested the attention of the 
committee, and after mature deliberation, 
they have determined to recommend a repeal 
of all auch parts of said sets, as require that 
“ten per centum at the least on the gioas a- 
mount of each loan should be inveated in 
some safe and productive stock for the eveni- 
iisl redemption of such loan,” because an 
large an appropriation at this time, would 
bear too heavily upon the treasury, and your 
committee can perceive no good likely to 
result from such a course. 

These splendid works, now in a atate of 
rapid progreuion, are calculated more for 
the benefit of posterity, thijn of the present 
generation, therefore it would not only be I 
oppressive, but unjust, fur the whole burden ^ 
to fall upon the people of the present day, I 
many of whom will have passed oif the stage 
of life, before any benefit can be derived 
from them. 

The true policy is to mike ample provision 
for tlie payment of the interest on the amount 
of the state’s subscription, and so ation as the 
works themselves yield a dividend to the 
stockholders, to appropriate the whole a- 
mount'arising thercfv-<m, in aidofthe sinking 
fund already created by law, which directs, 
that any premium obtained by the stock is- 
Bued by the treasurer, for the purpose of pay¬ 
ing the state’s aubsoriptioii to the Baltimore 
and Ohio Rail Road Company and to the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company, “shall 
he invested in some safe and productive stuck 
at the diicretion of the treasurer, with the ad¬ 
vice and consent of the governor and coun¬ 
cil, for the time being, and the interest, divi¬ 
dends or profits, arising from such investment 
or investments; shall be reinvested na afore- 
aaid, for thebventual redemption of said loant ” 
This is a fund properly applicable to the ob¬ 
ject to which it is appropriated, and when 
aided by the amallcat profit, which the leaat 
sanguine calculate on receiving from the in¬ 
vestment* in these works, will, In a few years, 
extinguish the whole debt crcMed by our sub¬ 
scription, nnd by thus dividing the burden 
through a scries of years, it will be too.light 
to ba oppressive at any particular period of 
time. The premium obtained on the stock 
already issued and aold to pay our snhscrip- 
tion to the Baltimore and Ohio Rail Roid Com¬ 
pany, is ten per centum, which hat been In- 
vested, and If a like premium should be ob¬ 
tained for *imilar,iMues, the stnkifig fund cro- 
ated from that source alone will be oonaidera' 
ble. 


The slock in the Fovomiio cumpany amount- 
ng to §120,444 45, and the loan to the same 
company, making a total uf §150,444 45, have 
been giiUacribed fov stock of the Cbeiapcake and ' 
Ohio canal company, in [Hitauance of an act of 
the general assemblvspasaed at December aea- 
aion 1825, chapter 180, and will in all probabili¬ 
ty in a few years t irid a < ividend to the state, 
'i'lie stuck in the Chesapeake and Delaware Ca- 
iial company will probably yield a dividend the 
eiuiuing year; from which ti appears the large 
unproductive capital of the slate, that only a 
year since amounted to §296,483 53, and yield¬ 
ed nil profit, is likely to become a scuurce uf 
pernuiient revenue. But the great loss sus- 
tuliiud by the unproductiveness of so large a 
piictiun of capital, admonishes us not to ;inrt 
with any part that is well secured. The three 
per cent stock though yielding but small divi¬ 
dends is far prclet'itble to bank stock yielding 
u much larger interest, because this stock'tak- 
ing a period of ten years has been more produc- 
.live than the bank stock belonging to the slate; 
for although the stock in some particular baii'ic 
or banks may' have yielded large dlvideiKls, 
others have be<'ii unproductive, and the aver¬ 
age profit for the period above mentioned, it is 
believed, will not exceed three per centnm — 
In addition to tlili), we are in constant danger 
ol loss by the mismaiuigement and diaiionchty 
of bank oiliccrv, as Uic experience of the last 
twenty years hut too clearly proves, whilst the 
three per cent stock is as stable as the goveni- - 
incut itself, and if the nulinnal government shall 
continue to move onward in its prosperans cs* 
recr, will be redeemed at par at no distant day. 
These causes give to this slock great value, and 
it nowmay be quoted at 84 dollars for the 100; 
and even nt this high price, it ia believed to be 
the best investment which can be made in the 
United States. The tame causes which induce 
the purchasers oi stock to give so large a price 
should make iia reluctant to sell, for it cannot 
be more valuable td individuals or corporations 
than to a sovereign state.
